From 12*30 to Is 00 p.m. all of the groups and committees 
gathered in the Conference Hall and the respective chairmen gave brief reports 
on the progress of their committees . 

At Is 00 p.m. the first part of the convention adjourned until 

2sl5 p.m. 

From 2215 to 4*00 p.m. the committees again when into session. 
The "Academic Freedom" discussion were then composed of three groups concerning. 
(1) Higher Education, (2) Public Schools, (3) Students. This body of three groups 
was supposed to be headed by FRANK SHERWOOD, but TED FORRESTER asked SHERWOOD * 
if he, FORRESTER, couid be the chairman of the three groups instead of SHERWOOD. ' 
This took place and FORRESTER served as* chairman, until the end of the discussions 0 

Over 35 people attended these three groups, most of them 
senior university students and professors with some high school teachers. Among 
the professors was one forme rly a professor p a Nebraska State University now at 
USC in infqrmant f s opinion. 
State College. 



Dr. STANWITZ from South Dakota 
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In informant's opinion, the procedure of the discussion had 
been prepared in advance because only thpse known to FORRESTER were active and 
they dominated the meeting with their propositions and suggestions bein^ quickly 
accepted and pivb in the minutes. 

One of the main items discussed was an agreement, to 
protest all restriction? on campusep of universities, censorship of student 
newspapers, freedom of assembly, political speakers > etc. 

The next subject was how to organize a national students 
organization with liaison between schools for exchanging news on a national 
scale and to sepd delegates to the U.N. with different suggestions and 
finally getting in contact with students all over the world. 

From 4s 00 to 4l30 p.m. brief committee reports were given, 

some of the chairmen including FRED 0KRAND, STORM, and TED FORRESTER' 

strongly defending ETHEL and * JULIUS ROSENBERG describing them as "Smith Act 
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victims" and demanding the reversal of their conviction as well as urging the 
repeal of the Smith and McCarran Acts* All of the chairmen were restricted to 
two minute reports,, but many ignored the rule^, speaking longer* 

Closing remarks were made by Dr 0 MONROE who thanked those 
present for taking part in the conference, cautioning them not to think that all 
the ideas- will be taken under consideration since some of them may be rejected 
by the ACLU Board of Director. 

Prior to the starting of the afternoon session, a film was 
shown and in referring to the film Dr. MONROE mentioned that the film "was not 
ours" the person who asked to have it shown having been permitted by ACLU to 
show it. He pointed out that ACLU was not responsible for the film, however. 
Informant did not see all of the film, but from what he saw he stated it 
appeared to criticize the present school system. 

Informant expressed the opinion that the entire conference 
was dominated by "Communist influence" pointing out that most of the chairmen 
of the different groups had been substituted and the individuals named on the 
program did not appear.

Angeles Federation of Teachers will resist shis new en- 
croachment on teacher's rights, recognizing that it leads 
to the destructiaiof Democratic education* 1 

"Meanwhile, scores of meetings held, throughout 
the City have expressed resentment and opposition to the 
attenpt to oust from their teaching positions Mrs. 
FRANCES R. EISENBERG and Mrs. JEAN WILKINSON. The Fed- * 
eration produced film, "The Man Who Hated Children" has 
received a steady flow of bookings by outraged parents, 
citizens, and teacher groups and alone has accounted for 
thirty meetings in which the school crises was discussed." 

Page 2. "A press release by Mrs. EISENBERG, dated 
December 17, stated the following: 

r I have mailed to the Los Angeles Board of Ed- 
ucation today, my demand for a hearing on charges involv- 
ing dismissal proceedings against me",... At approximately 
the s,ame time, Mrs, JEAN WILKINSON likewise demanded a 
hearing on charges preferred against her by Dr. STODDARD" 
♦ ♦.'iMore than two hundred persons jammed the Board of Ed- 
ucation chambers December 18 to hear their representatives 
speak in opposition to the loyalty regulations and against 
the dismissal of Mrs. FRANCES EISENBERG and Mrs. JEAN 
WILKINSON, claiming that 'The effect' of the loyalty pro- 
gram is the silencing of all teachers.'

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"ROBERT SCHMORLEITZ, Chairman of the San 
Fernando Valley United Nations Organization, declared that 
the Board's action represented 'subversion of academic 
freedom.' " 

"The Los Angeles Friends (Quaker) in a statement 
read by Mrs. MARGARLT SIMKIN, protested the regulations for 
the dismissal of the two teachers on grounds that 1 Quakers ' 
oppose violence and compulsion.' 

"Expressing the fear that a ' pattern is being 
set foy further and greater . controls, 'Mrs. EDNA MacGOWAN, 
representative of the Women' s International League for 
Peace and Freedom, asserted that 'The thought of thought 
control in all public schools is fright full, ' 

"Mr. CHARLES NICKANUM, who addressed the Board 
in the name of the Southern California Diviaion of the 
American Jewish Congress, stated that the- Organisation's 
agreement with the position of the other speakers by 
branding the loyalty program «A wild witch hunt brand of 
hysteria.' "Mr. NICKANUM urges the Board to withdraw the 
motions to dismiss 'the two teachers because* 'We should 
seek and welcome teachers who think independently,' assert- 
ing that t teachers are human and entitled to private lives.'" 

Page 3 r ..."And that loyalty programs make them victims 
of fear. Mrs. JUSTIN FRANK of the newly formed and rapidly 
growing Los Angeles Citizens Committee for Freedom In Ed- 
ucation, maintained the position that the Board's actions 
should be overthrown immediately. Mrs. PRANK deplored the 
denial of Constitutional rights to teachers, 'who have 
made meaningless the teaching of citizenship when they 
arbitrarilly dismiss a teacher because she refused to 

4. 0n ? way and teach another.' Mrs. PRANK told the Board 
that 'If the teachers sue comb to the Board's demands, I 
have all these years been giving services to the teaching 
of the Bill of Rights and the true meaning of our freedoms 
and Constitutional protections. 

'Opposition to the Board of Education's so-called 
loyalty program, spilled over into the December 22 meeting 
of the Board. Many citizens had been denied speaking time 
on December 18 because of limitations of the Board's agenda.

"During »BiU of Rights Weoi5?> one hundred 
teachers and friends of education fathered together to 
honor the Bill of Rights under the sponsorship of the 
academic Freedom Committee of the Los Angeles Federation 
of Teachers. This was the occasion for the first offic- 
ial showing of the new Federation-produced film, 'The 
Man Mio Hated Children.* The film was followed by a 
lively discussion of a panel of speaker sj; JEANET 
STEVENSON, playwrite, praised the film

Doctor P.PRICE CubBS, prominent Negro physician, emphasized 
the need to inform the total population of the school 
crises and the necessity to correct the Board of Educa- 
tion when it is mistaken. 

"Doctor MaRTIN LISTER, Scientist, talked about 
the importance of teaching students to examine the world 
as it is and found the meaning of the attack on the 
schools in the fact that this approach is abhorrent to 
some people. 
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u He cautioned against passivity and urged 
fighting back against the danger to Democracy represented 
by the attack on education* 

"JEAN WILKINSON, teacher under attack, gave a 
stimulating review of the various aspects of the program 
of Academic Freedom^ By unanjUooas acWoja^ those pres- 
ent, a wire was sent to the Board, urging them to recend 
their loyalty rules and orders and to abandon dismissal 
proceedings which are * contrary to the spirit and letter 
of the Bill of Rights. « 

''Also, a part of the Bill of Rights Week ob- 
servances was the memorable conference held December 12 
and 13, under the theme, "How Free in 1953? As Free 
As We Want And Work To Bel 1 A highlight of the evening 
session was an address by ROBERT MAXK&HD HUTCHINS, Assoc- 
iate Director of the Ford Foundries and a member of 
National Committee of the American Civil Liberties Union 
While, an audience of over eight hundred listened in rapt 
attention to'Doctor HUTCHINS 1 discussion of a number of 
encouraging signs giving hope that *the end of the silly 
season is at hand* 1 *#o M He said, *nor Cln we feel much 
equanimity about the regulations adopted by the Los 
Angeles school board. 1 In this connection, he also stated j; 
"Most of the goods on her are on the level of phony in- 
timidation, and bullying.* * He expressed the belief that 
1 popular resistance to prejudice can be mobilized. The 
people of Denver are winning the battle of books. At 
SARAH LAWRENCE College they beat back the witch hunters; 
they resisted; they stood fast. n There is a lesson in this 
fact for Southern California, said Doctor HUTCHINS * "

"The coming Board of Education elections are \ 
envoking far more than usual interest in the community ' 
than was the case in other years ... .'This interest is 
stimulated further by the fact that all three incumbents 
are -appointed rather than elected members of the Board.

(This ■ 
probably is ER&NK ALEXANDER who resides in Pasad&m*) At the tiae- ' 
TIERNEY obtained th£ letter he was in his bailiff's uniform and the clerk 
knew him to be a representative of the court. 

The letter also discusses the "bail f ight" stating "so&e steps 
(have been taken) to guarantee that our people will work with you from the 
divisions. We have vakeel each division to set up a person and a committee 
which should now be working with you on the tvp questions of raising bail 
funds and also on the fight to secure bail. Soma of these will fcfcrg* 
with the wori* of EDO (Baergenpy Defense Gointaittee) and ORG (Civil .Rights 
Congress), but at least for our outfit we want to know that there, is a 
definite responsibility. On this we would represent it if you will infom . 
us as to how the divisions are taking up the needs of the campaign, what 
their response is, inhere the weaknesses are so that we can take steps to 
correct them. 1v T e have asked all the division committees to have discussions 
on the bail struggle so that there will be proper understanding and 
organization to carry the fight through. n 

She letter goes on to joiention that a series of puzzles for this 
"mass campaign* have been worked out whiqh "go beyond the bail fight and 
include the questions of the Sraith Act repeal and the amnesty campaign* 
On the latter we had proposed at the tims of the lawyers banquet that 
ALICE be asked to work on the getting of a group of signatories to the 
amnesty statement patterned after tht* national statement. Since we hava 
seen nothing in the press on this we wonder if anything was done. Vfe 
still think it is the first step from which we will be able to develop 
others. 0 

'fhe letter also states concerning the. bail light that it should be 
taken ^beyond the confines of the left.*..* and expresses the opinion that 
it would be desirable to "duplicate what was done last year through the 
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A0U3 ad (American Civil liberties Union). 5o*e discussions have been 
had wxth the president from GLG (California Legislative Conference) and 
we suggest that you see her to discuss this. Also tte might b6 able to 
develop out of it a broader citizens committee which could speak out arid 
reach broader sections of the people than ourselves. We are going to 
try to strengthen the labor ties with such a. coam&ttee if it can be 
developed so that it can have some better compositions and stability* 
This, of course, should fee discussed with the people in 2 so that their 
thinking and guidance can be involved* 

"tfe would like to have you thinking on the plans as regards the 
activity of SDC and CRC, that is, what their respective roles are to be 
ae well as their plans for activity so that you can gear the outfit into 
this.

The letter also states that "J). K.« (probably DOROTHY HEALY) 
should be informed that "the question of H and his wife did not represent 
any change of policy tatfc was a planned agreed upon get-together.

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The informant stated that JACOBS ridiculed the FBI and- advised as' 
follows concerning him: JACOBS cited an instance where a Communist , -who was 
under surveillance by the FBI, left her children at her residence and that the 
agent, evidently believing that she would return because her children were at 
the residence, allowed her to leave her residence and awaited her return. 
JACOBS then stated that the agent was probably greatly surprised when another 
individual returned to the Communist's residence and picked up the children. 

JACOBS cited an instance where he had been contacted by the FBI in 
connection with the HARRY BRIDGES case and had cooperated with agents by showing 
them a mass of information which he had gathered regarding. BRIDGES. JACOBS 
stated that he showed the evidence to the agents who were amazed at the volume 
of it and asked him where he obtained it. JACOBS stated 'that he then told the 
agents that he got the information from public libraries. 

JACOBS further stated that GUS HALL was not afforded his con- 
stitutional rights and that he was literally dragged across the border, rather 
than going through the regular legal process.

"Mr. JACOB'S speech can be summarized as containing a discussion 
on the following subjects; 

1. Ex-Radicals and Liberals have no foresight as to what the future 
holds for them. Many of them are aware of certain advantages of their civil 1 
liberties but they fail to adhere to them. 

2. Condemnation of FBI investigations. 
The FBI is not a secret police organization. They do their 

job of investigating but not very well. Mr. JACOBS recalled an incident when 
he was an executive member of the CIO, he was approached by the FBI with a • 
request for documentary cases on HARRY BRIDGES. When the same were produced 
they were amazed that Mr. JACOBS should have such information in his possession! 
When asked his source of information, Mr. JACOB'S replied; 'The Public Library.! 
This incident was cited as an example of the inefficiency of the 'FBI. He also 
berated the FBI investigation of ARTUKOVICH from Czechoslovakia. Wire tappin 
by the FBI has grown tremendously. 

3. Un-American Activities. 
It was Mr. JACOB'S contention that investigation by this 

organization was confusing to him and he objected to the manner in which it 
was carried out. He cited a Mr. BUTTMAN as an example of discrimination. 
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"Mr. JACOBS warned the audience that the private citizen's refusal 
to answer the interrogation of this organization as to his affiliation, past 
or present, with the Communist Party always resulted in the loss of a job and 
reflected upon the securing of future employment. 

4. Comparison of the student of today with a student in the '30' s. 
Years ago, a student had his rights and 'could not be restricted by his 
professors. The contrary is true today, and in order to regain his status, j 
a student should exercise his power of civil liberties and lend encouragement J 
to those who have incurred the disfavor of college administrators by daring I 
to stand up for their rights. i 

5. Racial Discrimination. 
n „,„ TTO > Mr * JAC0BS recalled an incident when he had accompanied a Mr. 
CHARLIE HOUGH (or HUFF) and his wife, both colored, to a bar. When they were 
departing from the bar, their car was followed by a police car and eventually 
Stopped. Mr. HOUGH was accused of drunk driving but the officers dropped 
their charge when they saw that he was in the company of Mr. JACOBS who was 
white.. The police officers destroyed two tickets they had written and 
instead took all three occupants of the car to the police station where they 
were held 2j hours and finally released. 

Another example: discrimination of CHICO MARX by LARRY DESMOND. 

6. Loyalty Oath. 
People had a tendency to change their ideals when confronted 

with the loyalty oath. Many, afraid for their jobs, signed this oath 
regardless of their past affiliations. Example: a professor in the 
Economics Department of the campus who immediately signed the oath rather- 
than admit his past membership with a communistic organization. 

"Mr. JACOBS concluded his speech, stating that he had no hopes for 
students and could see no future for them unless they planned a well-organized 
demonstration of their feelings toward academic freedom, student rights, and 
University Regulation #17. He stated that to strengthen their organization, 
they should set up a UCLA branch of the American Civil Liberties Union." 

-rrA Tmm „ The files °f the Los 'Angeles Office reflect that U. S. Attorney 
WALTER S. BINNS, on February 21,. 1952, advised that he had' received an ■ 
anonymous telephone call, consisting of a statement that one PAUL JACOBS 
member of the. ACLU, would be a witness for the defense in the prosecution 
which was then taking place in the trial of the Communist Party leaders in 
California. Mr. BINNS had no further information regarding PAUL JACOBS. * 

It is to be noted that PAUL JACOBS did not appear on behalf of 
the Smith Act defendants, who were on trial in Los Angeles, California. 
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PAUL L. JACOBS, International Representative of the Oil Workers 
Union, was interviewed by agents of the Los Angeles Office in- connection 
with the investigation of ROBERT FLECKENSTEIK, SM - C subject, at which 
time JACOBS admitted former membership in the Young Communist League and 
that he was a former Trotskyite, " '

"The battle will soon be on and it will 
be a good fight. Those of us who have more responsibility, the liberals who 
understand better than our fellows, know what is to be done and how they do 
it," said MONROE. "Individuals must act « courageous - they must 3oin forces 
with others and write letters of protest and keep resisting at every step as 
others join with us," he. said. 

Dr. WEYMOUTH introduced FRANK WILKINSON whom he .said would 
discuss the effect of the cold war on public housing. This was a long 
tirade which sounded rather hysterical at times, according to informant. 

WILKINSON said he had been "booted out" for fighting the 
real estate lobby and for fighting" discrimination against Negroes. There are 
10 million American people living in slums, he said, while the real estate 
lobby is using the cold war to make, profits. The cold war is a smoke screen 
to cover up the actions of reactionary elements in this country to kill off 
every semblance of social reform and any movement toward social progress. 
"This damnably vicious lobby advocates force and violence," said WILKINSON. 

WILKINSON described his own career in fighting for public 
housing and said that the people who had supported him were now being 
investigated. He described the warfare within groups such as Veterans 
organizations, the CIO, and the AFL which he said weakens the strength of 
these organizations in the fight for public housing. WILKINSON said he had 
received word that day that he had. been eliminated from the National Housing 
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Authority e He said it would be necessary to join forces in cooperative 
groups efforts c He asked everyone to write letters to the chairman of 
Public Health Council 5 State Assembly^ Sacramento • *4
